This conclusion is supported by 
tho discovery in tho Heath Valley 
excavations of sections of a titano- 
there, a hulky beast resembling a 
hornless rhinoceros, and other fos­ 
sil remains of animala which nxist- 
ed only in well-watered districts 
where there was lush vegetation.

the World war mort than twenty- 
five million Russians were stricken 
with the disease and almost three 
million died. 
It Invaded all soc-

where unhygienic conditions 
pre- 
; vailed. 
The disease is still prevalent in 
1 certain pans of the world. In this 
country It I* found In sonv of the 
I southern border states 
lf it were 
not for the vigilance of iii* ledcral 
and state 
authorities

would be quickly spread 10 oth er 
section . 
Fortunately, these ever 
alert health 
authorities 
are on 
guard against 
typhus 
and other 
similar infections. 
Germ Found in Rats 
Typhus fever is caused by a germ 
found In rats. The germ Is carried 
from one rat to another by rat llca 
and fleas. 
It Is transmitted to hu­ 
m an* by fleas, and from one person 
to another by lie#. Obviously th# 
disease can only exist where there 
are filth and neglect of hygiene. 
Dark, 
crowded 
and 
unsanitary 
place 
of living are favorable to 
the progress of typhus fever. 
The disease Is characterixed by 
high fever, severe header he, chills 
and prostation. 
In its early stages 
It is often confused with typhoid 
fever, but la distinguished from It 
by a peculiar mottling of the skin. 
The skin rash of typhus fever ap­ 
pears about the third to fifth day 
of the disease. 
At first. It Is red­ 
dish in color, but soon change* *0 
a purplish hue. 
It covers the en­ 
tire body, with the exception of the 
face. 
The sufferers from typhus fever 
requires expert medical attention 
and careful 
nursing. 
Of course, 
complete Isolation I* mose import­ 
ant In preventing the spread of the 
disease. 
Danger of Complications 
The danger of serious complica­ 
tions, such aa hroncho-pneumonia, 
must not be overlooked. Whenever

pital, where adequate care and pro­ 
tection ara aura to he obtained. 
Recently a special vaccine 
ha*

this vaccine only protects against 
a certain form of typhus fever. Un­ 
til a more perfect vaccine la de­ 
veloped. we can only guard against 
the disease by enforcement of hy­ 
gienic measures. 
There should be 
rigid sanitation regulations In all 
cities, towns, village* and hamlets 
throughout the country.
